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Denver, May 27.—President Taft,
(Emperor Willam and President EI-
liot of Harvard University,were plac-
ed on "dry” pedestals loday by the
Genernl Assémbly of the Presbyter-
rian church when thefr example of
turning teetobalers after many years
was commended in an 'approval re-
port by the temperance committee.
Far reaching reforms through memo-
riale to congresg are proposed in the
report, among them the following:

That the receipt of revenue of any
form from the lguor traffic be dis-
continued; that the federal govern-
ment shall no Jonger Issue liquor tax
receipts In prohibition territory; that
interstate shipments of lguor shall
be digcontinued; that un prohibitory
rone twenty miles in width be estab-
Iished around every Indlan reserva-
tion; that the United Statés mails be
closed to the advertlsing or distribu-
tion of lquor.

Newspapers which carry. liguor ad-
vertisements fell under the Ban of the
assembly. The report of the femper-
ance ogommittee commended e
fraternal order “heretofore noted
for convivial membership” for its ac
tion in discontinuing the sale of 1
quor about its lodge premises.

IN LAS VEGAS THIS
EVENING.

PRACTICALLY TDENTIFIED

LITTLE DOUBT THAT MAN
COUNTY JAIL 18 “BAY”
GORDON.

HE HAS NOT CONFESSED

RUMOR THAT PRISONER HAS AD-
MITTED HE IS BADLY WANT-
ED FUGITIVE IS DENIED.

With the arrival In Hast Las Vegus
this evening of Bheriff Fields W, Me-
Millan, of Poeblo, Ceolo., the identi-
fication of the map arrested here sev-
eral days ago on suspicion of being
“Bay" Gordon, the Oklabhoma cowboy
wanted for the brutal murder wof
Peter DMeter, & Rye¢, Colo., ranchman
on November 12 last, will be made
complete, and incidentally Deputy
Sheriff Enrjque Senns, who arrested
tha man, will know whether he is8 to
be made richer by the 3500 reward
offerpd for Gordom's caplure. .

Last mwight consilerable excite-
ment was caused by & remoy that the
prisoner had made @ complets econ-
fesnion 10 Sherilt ero andg Doputy
y was Gordon

taking ‘for th M slayer
of Dister. While he nu minde sever-
al damaging admisslons and told eon-
filcting stories while being “sweal-
ed" by the officers, he hag not made
@ oconfession, although during the
past twenty-four hours he has weak-
ened under the mental strain and
should Sheriff McMillan upon his ar-
rival in the city this evening identi-
fy him as Gordon, it i8 belleved that
he will break down and tell all.
Fits Description Exactly.

After exchanging photographs and
minute deseriptions of Gordon, the
Pueblo officers were so certain that
the man under arrest here was the
hadly wanted fugitive, that Sherift
MceMillan decided to come to Las Ve
gas to get the prisoner. Gordon s
deseribed as belng 23 years old, 6

feat tall, weight 160 to 160 pounds,
slender build, eves blue-gray, hair
brown and smooth shaven. The sup

posed Gordon In the county jall tal
lies exactly with this deseription ev-
on to the “secret” mark on the fore-
head and scar on one of his wrists
and hecause. of these all doubt as to
the suspect here not belng Gordon
wis ellminatod in thé minds of the
Pueblo officers.

Crime a Most Brutal One.
Gordon’s crime is unprecedented in
brutality,  Penniless and . destitute
Peter Dieter befriended Gordon when
no one olse would extend s hand. He
took him to his ranch at Rye, Colo.,
and shared his cabin with him. On
the night of November 13 last Gordon
arose and shot Dieter. dead as he
slept. He than carried the body to
& neighboring haystack where he lmr-
ied it
Gordon then went to Pueblo and
forged Dicter's name to a check for
$540, and succeeded In drawing out
every dollar Dieter had In the bank.
Gordon returned to Rye near where
Diecter's ‘rihch was and by ahowing'
n forged power of atlormey sold ew ol
orything on the Dicter ranch éven to
the very sitack of hay ‘under fﬂﬂd
he had burlsd his friend.
